The reports from Tokio and Chefoo of the sea fight which fol- 
lowed the departure of the squadron are so conflicting thata 
strong hope exists that the Russian ships succeeded in breaking 
through the Japanese fleet. Indeed, it is rumored late tonight 
that the Admiralty had received information that the squadron 
had passed beyond the Shantung promontory, which would bring 
the squadron at least 150 miles to the southeast of Port Arthur 


| and into the Yellow Sea 


Although hie the Associated Press 
learns that the family of Lieut. Smirnoff, an Officer of the battle- 
ship Czarevitch, this evening received a telegram from him dated 
at Tsingchau today. The message contained only two words 
Alive; embraces. - Tsingchau is 160 miles southwest of Chefoo, 
in the province of Shantung, and is at the entrance of Kiauchau 
Bay. The receipt of this telegram might be construed as partial 
confirmation of the rumor that the squadron had reached the open 
sea beyond Shantung. In no other way can Lieut. Smirnoff’s 
family explain the message from Tsingchau. | 

It is hardly bélieved that the squadron itself put into Kiauchau, 
although some time ago it was reported that it might take refuge 
in this port.

Pursued by deputies and John Raab, 
a butcher who was armed, Gravelle 
took refuge in an alley beside the resi- 
dence of Gov.

After an ex- 
change of shots Gravelle ran into the 
basement of the Governor's house, 
where he shot and killed himself. He 
had been wounded by bullets from the 
guns of his pursuers. 

The escape took place at 2 o'clock, 
as Gravelle was about to be led from 
the jail to the courtroom in the county 
building across the street. Deputy 
Sheriff Korizek led Gravelle out of the 
cellroom. Suddenly Gravelle pulled a 
revolver and pointed it at the deputy.

TOO HOTLY PURSUED. 

By this time the sheriff's deputies 
began to appear and one shot was fired 
from the Courthouse.

etruction of defenses was reported in 
letters and telegrams published months 
ago. One of our best engineers, Gen. 
Velichko, designed and supervised the 
construction of these defenses, which 
are therefore the best that military 
science can devise.” 

If Dbororlaky's view e correct, it is 
pointed out that Gen. Kouropatkin 
by ag reasonably expect to hold out at 
Liao Yang for some time, and that he 
could even stand a siege and be able to 
depend on his enormous stores to feed 
his army (in case the Japanese cut off 
his communications,) pending the ar- 
rival of reinforcements from the north.

In this way 
the special courses will no longer in- 
clude only a smattering of general 
academic knowledge, but a thorough 
mental drill in all the leading features 
of college training. 
Prof. Paul Arnold has been elected to 
fill the chair of pure mathematics, after 
a course of five years’ study abroad, 
which has fitted him to take students 
as far in this line of study, as they can 
go anywhere in the State. 
Prof. H. T. Baker has been placed in 
charge of the English department. Prof. 
Baker is a graduate of Wesley Univer- 
sity, where he has served as instructor 
since 1902, and comes to Los Angeles 
prepared to int oduce the latest meth- 
ods of instruction, 
Prof. Festus E. Owen, who will in- 
struct in Greek language and literature, 
also represents an important addition 
to the faculty. Prof. Owen took his 
master’s degree at the Northwestern 
University of Evanston, III., one of the 
largest educational institutions of its 
kind, and has taught there, for the past 
three years, the department he is te 
conduct for the local university. 
Prof. Harvey Holmes is also a new- 
comer. He is a graduate of the Wis- 
consin State University, where he was 
in charge of the department of physical 
education since 1900.
